TO THE LORDS OF HIS MAJESTY’S TREASURY. 

My Lords, 

I respectfully beg leave to state, that I have recently (within the last nine 
months) made use of a considerable quantity of foreign timber and boards in the 
building of the new Roman Catholic Chapel, No. 5, Merchants’ Quay, in this 
city; and as by the Act 59 Geo. III. c. 134, and the Act 3 Geo. IV. c. 72, the 
duties on timber so used may be drawn back by the permission of your Lordships, 
I respectfully entreat that your Lordships will kindly exercise the indulgence of the 
law towards me in this case, by ordering the duties paid at the importation of the 
timber and deals used in the erection of the above-mentioned Roman Catholic 
Chapel to be refunded to me, in such manner as your Lordships may seem 
meet.

72, do not authorize 
this Board to allow the drawback on materials used in building Roman Catholic 
Chapels, and my Lords cannot therefore comply with your request.
